The commission will seek to ascertain

That the cemmission hereby created shall 
have authority to inquire into the manage- 
ment of the business of all common carriers 
subject to the provisions of this act and shall 
keep itseif informed as to the manner and 
method in which the same is conducted, and 
shall have the right to obtain from such 
common carriers information necessary to 
enable the commission to perform its duties 
and carry out the object for which it was cre- 
ated.” 


Decision’s Effects Nullified? 

It was aimed in the Northern Securities 
proceeding to prevent the Burlington, North- 
ern Pacific, and Great Northern raliroads 
,from being so combined as to prevent effeo- 
tive competition in the northwest.

Following the 
dissolution. of this company Mr. Harriman 
disposed of most of his Northern: Pacific 


plete control of this road. 


Merger Rumors Denied. 

It ig said he does not own a majority of 
its stock, but this does not keep him from 
operating it exactly as he did. The Great 
Northern and Northern Pacific together own 
the Burlington. 

Thus the three lines, with a total mileage 
of 20,865, under Mr. Hill's dominance, are 
perhaps even more closely allied than they 
were before the Nerthern Securities de- 
cision. It has been reported recently that 
it was intended to merge them. Even as late 
as Monday it was said the Burlington was 
soon to, lose its identity, even its name, but 
President Harris flatly denied this. a 

There has been complaint to the commis- 
sion from shippers that the effect of the 
present arrangement is to stifle competition 
in the northwest. 


No Harmful Effects, Claim of Hill. 

That Mr. Hill and hie associates will at- 
tempt to show that the relations between 
the roads have had no harmful effects was 
shown by a brief statement made by Darius 
Miller, vice president of the Burlington, in 
charge of traffic, who is perhaps closer to 
Mr. Hill than any other railway official. 

“Tt. was shown by the evidence in the 
Northern Securities case, said Mr. Miller, 
„ that not more than 1 per cent of business 
ef the Northern Pacific and Great Northern 
is competitive. The situation has not 
changed much, consequently their common 
control can have little effect on rates. Rates 
are made by conditions more than by traffic 
men, anyway, and there has been a steady 
decline in rates in the northwest. So far as 
their business Is competitive the Northera 
Pacific and Great Northern compete for it 
as fiercely aw if they were under separate 


control. 


Burlington Only a “Connection.” 
“As for the Burlington, it ie not a natural 
competitor, but a natural connection of the 
other two lines. It turns over to them the 
grain and other products of the middie west 
and they turn over to it the lumber of the 
northwest. The Burlington was acquired by 
the Northern Pacific and Great Northern in 
order that the profitable traffic relations al- 
ready existing between them might be made 
permanent. The traffic relations are bene- 

ficial to themselves and injurious to no one.’ 
The Northern Securities proceeding was 
preceded by an investigation by the inter- 
state commerce commission, and it is under- 
stood that the evidence secured at the ins 


like that sécured before, the Northern Secur- 
ities proceeding, will be turned over to the 
federal department of justice, to be used in 
actions under the anti-trust law, if such ac- 
tions shall be considered to be justified by 


the conditions.

Far removed from his hotel, in a bare, cold 
tenement room at 1577 Madison avenue, there 
ig a little old gray haired woman living in 
abject poverty and sorrow. She is Petsch- 
nikoff’s mother, disowned by the great 
violinist. | 

Age and sorrow have bent the old woman. 
Years of hard work have seared her face and 
distorted her shriveled hands. Today, slowly 
and crying all the time, she told the OF 
ot her son’s conduct. 


Tells. of Son’s Ingratitude. 

She told how, from the time of his birth to 
his twenty-first year, she had gathered wood 
and sold it in the streets of Moscow to pro- 
vide Alexander. Petechnikoff with the bread, 
meat, and shelter that even musical. ge- 
niuses cannot do without. Left a penni- 
less widow at $3, she had supported herself 
and her eleven children as long as she was 
able. Only wher Alexander had won fame 
and afiuence did she appeal to him for aid. 

The appeal was in vain, But as she told her 
story.it was plain that Petschnikoff's refusals 
to support were not her greatest sorrows. | 

He wont see me, she sobbed in her Yid- 
dish-English. He refuses to see his mother 
ms litth Alexander that I worked so hard 
for. Think of it. He defies his mother.” 

“Yes,” interrupted Petschnikoff's sister, 
Mra. Rose Zenter, with whom the mother 
lives, we wrote him last week that mother 
would Hke to see him, and that if be was 
ashamed of her she would meet him In the 
street somewhere and nobody need know of it. 
But his wife sent a letter in reply saying he 
had no wish to see his mother and she must 
not annoy him any more.“ : 


Changes Religion; Denies Her. 

Mrs. Zenter then showed a letter from 
Petschnikoff's wife written to them from 
Berlin six years ago. This ie the letter: 

BERLIN, Noy. 8, 1000.—12 Neue Bayruther 
strasse.—Mr. Petachnikoff was not at alf surprised 
to receive such a distinguished letter from you and 
he begs to answer as follows: 

That your threatenings to send your mother are 
of no sense whatever, for you seem to think you can 
command him to take her into his home. Having 
been baptized a, Greek Catholic, he had to sweer 
to drop all communication whatever with bis fam- 
ily, you all being of the Jewish religion. it is 
entirely Mr. Petschnikoff's good will if he helps 
your mother, and Ne wishes you to underatand it 
ag such. He has the power to drop her onmhold her 
at will. You have no power whatever. If she keeps 
out of hie way he is willing to add to her support, 
but the minute she intrudes all help will be with 
drawn. You will find it pretty hard to urge the 
case upon him as he 18, according to Russian law, 
forbidden te keep any contract with her. 

As for your insinuation of having done so much 
for your mother, we are not at all of your opinion, 
as it ls a great deal cheaper to have her do all the 
work for you than to keep a servant. Above all 
things, Mr. Petechnikoff wishes you to understand 
he is indifferent to your threats. He will send 
your mother 50 marks a month and forbids you to 
communicate with him in any manner, such as by 
letter writing, visite, etc. At the first word or 
sign of any kind he will withdraw his support um- 
mediately, 80 be cautious, and yememtber her ex- 
istence ie in vo hands.

“He would never answer my mother’s 
letters himself.

REFORM AFTER SHEA TRIAL. 


Chicago ITawyers Vexed at Delay 
in the Jury System. 


PROPOSE A RADICAL CHANGE

Continued delay in the selection or jurors 
in the trial of Cornelius P. Shea on a charge 
of conspiracy has roused the bar and civic 
associations of Chicago to demand the pas- 
sage of laws by the legislature which will in 
| the future eliminate the possibility of long 
drawn out jury selection. 

The éxhaustion of over fifty venires in the 
Shea case induced committees from the Chi- 
cago Bar association, the Chicago Law Li- 
brary association, and the Civic federation 
to meet yesterday and plan radical reforms. 

In a bill drafted by former Judge Philip 
Stein and H. O. Sprogie, representing the 
three organizations, which will be presented 
at the next session of the legislature, @ prac- 
tical reorganization of the jury system will 
be embraced. 


Reduction of Jury Challenges. 

Among the important features of the pro- 
posed law are: 

Reduction by one-half of peremptory challenges 
allowed lawyers in selection of jurors. 

Provision for selection of special jury to hear 
cases of importance. 

Provision making ruling of trial judge final when 
Objections are made to questions asked of pros- 
pective jurors by either lawyer in case. 

The selection of a special jury will be made 
by a jury commission In counties where that 
body exists, and by the county commission- 
ers elsewhere. It is proposed that the jury 
commission shall from time to time call a 
ventre of men to be examined as to mental 
qualifications. These men shall later be 
examined as to their prejudices, a list of 
their names kept, in public, for the useof the 
court, when it is @eemed advisable, in order 
to expedite the trial of a case which has at- 
tracted widespread attention and might ren- 
der the selection of twelve men difficult. 
The law is not confined tothe Criminal court. 


Reduce Number of Challenges. 

The present law provides for twenty per- 
emptory challenges for each defendant in a 
murder trial.

Development at Transmis- 
sissippi Congress. 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 20.—Elfhu Root, 
secretary of state, and E. H. Harriman were 
the principal speakers today before the 
Transmississippi Commercial congress. 

It was Mr. Root’s second speech in this 
city, a continuation of his address on the 
relations of thia country with the South. 
American republics, at the Cemmercial club's 
banquet. His epeech voiced a plea for e ship 
subsidy as the most powerful influence in the 
desired development of our foreign trade. 

Mr. Harriman’s speech was a plainly put 


dletator, a defense of the present system of 
railroad control, and a warning to the re- 
cently appointed rate commission. 

Mr. Harriman said in part: 

“The impression prevails that I control 
more miles of railroads than any other man. 
That statement is made frequently. I deny 
it; it is not true. I do not control one mile 
of railroad I do not believe in one man 
or any one company controlling vast inter- 
ests of this kind. There are 14,000 or 15,000 
persons who codperate in the control of rail- 
roads and@ other corporations in which I am 
interested. One man could not do the work 
and do it right. We have our atockholders 
and our boards of, directors and they all 
Share in the responsibility of conducting our 


affairs. : 
“YT appear as a dictator in the published 
statements, but I am not. Every important 
step in our business is considered by many 
minds before any decision is reported. 


Rate Body Real Dictator. 


“Last year this congress passed a resolu- 
tion antagonistic to the general clamor thet 
increased power be given to the interstate 
commerce commission tn the regulation of 
railroads and Other corporations. Tour con- 
tention was that the Sherman anti-trust law 
and the Elkins amendment gave the commis- 
sion sufficient power to correct existing evils. 
But since your congrese passed that reso- 
lution the congress of the United States 
ed a measure which is now a law that 
gives to the interstate commérce commission 
almost unlimited power. The commission is 
given the power to control all of the rall- 
roads of this country. It is composed of 
seven men and four of these men constitute 
@ quorum, who can control all of the trans- 
portation lines of this country. 

1 do not want to criticise the commis- 
sion. I believe it acted in good faith" when 
it sald it. needed more power. But, as I said 
last night, the president in his Harrisburg 
speech intimated that still greater power 
should be conferred upon the commission. 

“Now, before any further action is taken 
I should like to see how the power which 
existe under the present law will be used. 
Perhaps it may not be necessary for the 
commission to act under the new law. I 
hope not. If the commission makes a mis- 
take in the use of ite power, conditions may 
ensue from which the business interests of 
this country will not recover in a decade. 

“The transportation business is the most 
vital for the development of the country. No 
community could prosper without transpor- 
tation facilities. Your success and the suc- 
cess of the interests you represent depend 
largely upon the transportation lines of the 
country. I think the railway traffic men 
have learned by this time that they do not 
make rates, but equalize them. 


Sees Political Control of Rates. 


„The rates are made by the communities 
served by the railroads. Common centers 
must be treated alike. You could not dis- 
turb rates at this distributing center with- 
out affecting all other distributing centers. 


: The rates are controlled by commercial 


necessities. But under the new law the 
rates controlled from commercial necessity 
may now be controlled by political oppor- 
tunity. The politician may promise a reduc- 
tion in rates for election to office. 

„% he railroads have reached almost the 
limit of economy in transportation. “If the 
rates are to be lowered the railroads must 
be able to carry traffic at less cost than 
now, The great industrial development in 
thie country since 1899 and 1900 has been due 
to the fact that the owners of railroads have 
had confidence in the communities and peo- 
ple served. In order to develop all sections 
of the country the railroads have improved 
their lines and spent hundreds of millions of 
dollars bringing their lines. nearer pertfec- 
tion. 

“The railroads must continue to improve, 
The expenditure of money for railroad im- 
provement gives other. business interests a 
chance to expand. If the railroads are too 
soon subjected to a reduction of income, 
where is the money coming from to develop 
the railroads further and to develop your 
interests!“ 


Secretary Root Discusses Trade. 


Secretary Root’s speech on the commercial 
relations with the South American repub- 
lics was the feature of the evening session. 
After reviewing how the United States 
had struggled from colonial times with its 
resources, how until only of late years it 
had been a borrower, and how this develop- 
ment had kept American enterprise self-cen- 
tered, Secretary Root said: 

„ Since the first election of President Me- 
Kinley the people of the United States have 
accumulated for the first time a surplus of 
capital beyond the requirements of internal 
development. We have paid our debts to 
Europe and have become a creditor instead 
of a debtor nation. We have faced about. 

Our surplus energy is beginning to look 
beyond our own borders, throughout the 
world, to find opportunity for the profitable 
use of our surplus capital, foreign markets 
for our manufactures, foreign mines to be 
developed, foreign bridges and railroads and 
public works to be built, foreign rivers to 
be turned into electric power and light. 

“Coincident with this change in the 
United States the progress of political de- 
velopment has been carrying the neighbor- 
ing continent of South America out of the 
stage of militarism into the stage of indus 
trialism. Throughout the greater part of 
that vast continent revolutions have ceased 
to be looked upon with favor or submitted 
to with indifference. The revolutionary gen- 
eral and the dictator are no longer the ob- 
jecte of admiration and imitation Nearly 
everywhere the people are eager for foreign 
capital to develop their natural resources 
and for foreign immigration to occupy their 
vacant land.

Vast Field in South America. 


“The area of this newly awakened contl- 
nent is 7,502,848 square miles, more than two 
and one-half times as large as the United 
States without Alaska. <A large part of 
thie area lies within the temperate sone, 
with an equable and invigorating climate, 
free from extremes of either heat or cold.

An American bank would 
furnish a source of information as to the 
standing of the South American purchasers 
to whom credit may be extended, and would 
relieve American business in South America 
from the disadvantage which now exists of 
making all its financial transactions through 
Europe instead of directly with the United 
States. 

“6. The American merchant should ac- 
quire himself, if he has not already done so, 
and should impress upon all his agents that 
respect for the South American to which he 
is justly entitled and which is the essential 
requisite to respect from the South Amer- 
ican. There is nothing that we resent so 
quickly’ as an assumption of superiority or 
evidence of condescension in foreigners. 
There is nothing that the South Americans 
resent so quickly. — 


Big Field for Investment. 

“6. The investment of American capital 
in South America under the direction of 
American experts should be*promoted, not 
merely upon simple investment grounds, but 
ag a means of creating and enlarging trade. 
There are a vast nymber of enterprises 
awaiting capital ip the more advarced coun- 
tries of South America, capable of yielding 
great profits, in which ‘the property and the 
profits will be as safe as in the United States 
or Canada. 

“A good many such enterprises are al- 
ready begun. I have found a graduate of 
the Massachusette Institute of Technology, 
a graduate of the Columbia School of Mines, 
and a graduate of Col, Roosevelt’s Rough 
Ridere smelting copper close under the snow 
Une of the Andes. I have ridden in an Amer- 
ican car upon an American electric 
road, built by a New York engineer, 
in the heart of the coffee region ‘of 
Brazil, and I have seen the waters of that 
river along which Pizarro established his 
line of. communication tn the conquest of 
Peru harnessed to American machinery to 
make light and power for the city of Lima. 

7. It ie absolutely essential that the 
means of communication between the two 
countries should be improved and increased. 
This underlies all other considerations and 
it applies to mall, passenger, and freight 
services. 

„Between all the principal South American 
ports and England, Germany, France, Spain, 
Italy lines of swift and commodious steam- 
ers ply regularly.

„In the year ending June 380, 1005, there 
entered the port of Rio de Janeiro steam- 
ers and sailing vessels flying the flag of 
Austria-Hungary 120, of Norway 142, of 
Italy 165, of Argentina 264, of France 349, 
of Germany. 657, of Great Britain 1,786, of 
the United States no steamers and seven 
sailing vessels, two of which were in dis- 
trese! 

„ An English firm runs a small steamer 
monthly between New York and Rio de 
Janeiro. The Panama Railroad company 
rune steamers between New York and the 
isthmus of Panama. The Sraziliane are 
starting for themselves a line between Rio 
and New York.

“The mails between South America and 
Europe are swift, regular, andcertain. Be- 
tween South America and the United States 
they are slow, ſrregular, and uncertain. Six 
weeks is not an uncommon time for a letter 
to take between Buenos Ayres or Valparaiso 
and New York. The merchant who wishes 
to order American goods cannot know when 
his order will be received or when it will be 
filled. 

“The freight charges between the South 
American cities and American cities are gen- 
erally and substantially higher than between 
the same cites and Europe. At many points 
the deliveries of freight are uncertain and 
ite condition upon arrival ‘doubtful. 


Go to South America Via Europe. 

“The passenger accommodations are such 
as to make a journey to the United States 
@ trial to be endured and a journey to Europe 
a pleasure to be enjoyed. The best way to 
travel between the United States and both the 
west coast and the east coast of South Amer- 
ica is to go by way of Europe, crossing the 
Atlantic twice. 

“ This woeful deficiency in the means to 
carry on and enlarge our South American 
trade is but a part of the general decline and 
feebleness of the American merchart marine, 
which has reduced us from carrying over 90 
per cent of our export trade in our own ships 
to the carriage of 9 per cent of that trade in 
our own ships end upon foreign 
shipowners for the carriage of 91 per cent. 

“How can this defect be remedied? I 
think the answer is two fold, 

1. The higher wages and the greater cost 
of maintenance of Asnerican officers and 
crews make it impossible to compete on equal 
terms with foreign ships. The scale vf liv- 
ing and the le of pay of American eailors 
is fixed by the standard of wages and of liv- 
ing in the United States, and those are main-

“The bill now pending in the house is 
a bill framed upon the report of the merchant 
marine commission. The question whether 

ft shall become a law depends upon your 
ee in the house. You have the 
judgment of the postmaster general, you 
have the judgment of the senate, you have 
the judgment of the president. If you agree 
with these judgmente and wish the bill 
which embodies them to become a law, say 
so to your representatives. Say it to them 
individually and directly, for it is your 
right to advise them and it will be their 
pleasure to hear from you what legislation 
the interests of their constituents demand.” 


New Yorker Criticises Roosevelt. 

Another important speech at today’s ses- - 
sion was made by F. B. Thurber of New York 
on the influence of socialism upon business 
and the development of the country. 

“ The Sherman anti-trust act,“ Mr. Thurber 
ald, was the result of a wave of radical 
public opinion created by politics and cheap 
journalism. Its provisions were drastic and 
unnecessary. Two farmers shipping their 
produce to an interstate market cannot agree 
that they will not sell below a certain price 
without violating it. History repeats itself, 
and we now have a professional socialistic 
and yellow journalistic propaganda, supple- 
mented by a political reform prairie fire 
that, unless a back fire of common sense is 
bullt, may do great damage. 

“Even our popular president fs liable-to 
err in his impulses unless he studies this sub- 
jéct more deeply than he has. The time to 
oppose radical legislation is before it is en- 
acted, not afterward, 

“ The natural instinct of the American peo- 
ple is to be led by the ablest and most un- 
selfish of their kind, but under the new school

Teachers Union Not Recognized. 

“Ie the teachers’ union recognized by the 
American Federation of Labor?” was the 
question asked Nockels. 

The local secretary of the federation inves- 
tigated and found, it is said, that the ti- 
tution of the national labor body s fically 
bars from membership such unions as that 
of the teachers. 

The teachers’ union repeatedly hag refused 
to pay taxes, it is said, to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, and a number of complaints 
have been registered by officials of the na- 
tional body on this account. , 

The building trade unions and the various 
locals of teamsters all made announcement 
that they will have nothing to do with the 
massmeeting which Miss Haley is arranging 
and thet they will forbid their members to 
attend. Skinny Madden's union of junior 
steamfitters recently were expelled from the 
federation on the same point now raised by 
the opponents of the teachers’ federation.

Because of a number of alleged escapades 
William A. Stanton, member of the firm of 
Osgood, Stanton & Co., 108 La Salle street, 
was made defendant yesterday in divorce 
proceedings. Mrs. Augusta L. Stanton, 3842 
Grand boulevard, is the plaintiff. They were 
married on Jan, 30, 1866; and separated day 
before yesterday. 

The defendant.is a member of the Chicago 
Athletic association and the Union League 
club. He is declared by his wife to be 
wealthy.

VOLIVA ASKS LIFE TENORE 


ALSO WANTS POWER TO NAME: 


Plan Submitted to People of Zion and 
Later It Ise to Be Laid Before the 
Members of the Church in Chicago 
and El*sewhere—He Proposes 4 
Central Council and Feur Cabinets, 
Each in Charge of One Branch of 
Government.

If the people of Zion City accept the plan 
of government submitted by Overseer Wilbur 
Glenn Volive last night at a mass meeting 
in the tabernacle the overseer will hold his 
office for the remainder of hie life and before 
hie resignation or death will have the power 
of appointing his successor. 

The new plan of Zion government wae 
first brought to the attentidn of the church 
Sunday night at a meeting of the elders. 
The meeting was held behind closed doors, 
but the overseer announced that he would 
have something of interest to communicate 
at-a mass meeeting Tuesday night. The 
plan is also for twelve members of the cen- 
tra! council, the proposed legislative branch 
of the government, to retain permanent 
power. 

The plan first will be passed on by the cit- 
wens at Zion City and them the Chicago 
members will have an opportunity to hear 
ite provisions. 

Voliva’s plan provides for the centra) coun- 
cl) to be divided into four cabinets of three 
membera each. Bach cabinet shall repre- 
sent an arm of the government, ecclesi- 
astical, educational, commercial, and polit- 
ical. The cabineta will have immediate 
charge of the branch of governnem. to 
which they are assigned, and the council in 
session will determune the more profound 
questions of the government as a whole. 

The overseer’s salary will be fixed by the 
council and he will have the power to sign 
all orders for sums under @ certain limit. 
For larger sums the council must be called 
into consultation.

Wedding Gown, to Have Been 
Worn Day She Died, Shown 
in Trial of Fiance. 


‘Herkimer, N. T., Nov. W cbester E. Gil- 
letta charged with the murder of his flancée, 
Grace Brown, was confronted in court today 
with the clothes that were to form the dead 
girl's trousseau. Some of them she had made 


| herself, others had been made for her by 


relatives and friends in the village of Cort- 
land, where she lived. 
The array of clothing had a palpable ef- 


' fect on Gillette, who for the first time since 


hig atrest showed nervousness. Some of 
them he recognised as those the girl was 
to have worn to the altar. 

The girl was Growned last July on the day 
set for her wedding in Big Moose lake, in the 
Adirondacks. She had gone for a boat ride 
with Gillette. The boat was found empty, 
with the girl’s coat in it. Later her body 
was found. Two days later Gillette appeared 
and was arrested. 

The poignant interest given the trial today 
by the exhibition of the dead girl's clothes 
was increased by the reading of letters which 
passed between Gillette and Grace Brown. 

The letters created a tremendous sensation, 
and at the midday recess it became necessary 
to furnish a heavy police escort for the pris- 
oner on his way from the courthouse to the 
jail. The same precautiony were necessary 
on the prisoner's return to the courthouse in 
the afternoon and at the end ot the day. 

In a letter dated July 2, Miss Brown wrote 
in part: 

My Dear Chester: You would not know me, dear. 
I was down at the village Friday morning and I 
would apeak to people and instead of speaking 
they would stare and then tell me I was too pale to 
be out of bed. It makes me blue to hear the 
other girle planning for the 4th and know I must 
stay here in my room all day. I will try, dear, and 
make the week @s short as possible, but I am so 
afraid it wil) be dreadfully long. I shall ue ver go 
away again like this; but you promised me I 
wouldn't have to, didn’t you, dear? 

I have suffered eo much these last weeks, dear, 
that I don’t believe all my life 1 will forget them. 
I have done my best and been as brave as possible 
these last weeks, but If you should not come I will 
do something desperate. O, dear, dear, I can’t 
eee anything but just trouble. What if I should 
not be able to travel? There are so many things 
to think about. If I had strength, dear, I do be- 
eve I should walk to the river amd throw myself 
in. It would be cowardly. and I despise a coward, 
but I would not be a bother to you any longer. 

O. Chester, the thought that I am in your way 
just drives me crazy. How I want to die no one but 
myself knows. If you care at all, dear, you won't 
make me suffer any longer than Saturday. I mean 
about coming.

On June 26 Grace Brown wrote Gillette ask- 
ing for forgiveness for having written so 
cross before. In that letter she said: Where 
do you suppose we will be two weeks from 
tonight?“ 

The crowds that flock into the courtroom 
to hear the trial is astonishing. At both 
sessions yesterday the place was packed, 
many people standing. About helt of those 
in attendance are women.

Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 20.--[Special. 1— 
AD the vaunted opposition to President 
gamuel Gompers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, which was so generally 
spoken of at the beginning of the present 


3 convention, vanished today. 


His recent stand politically and the ideas 
advanced by him in his annual report to the 
convention were concurred in by the com- 
mittee on the president’s report, whioh, 
“through its chairman, Frank K. Foster, re- 
ported at today's session. The report said 
that the entire report should be commended 
and the federation congratulated on having 
such a president. 

The committee indorsed the report on its 
stand on injunctions, saying that nothing is 
so dangerous to labor as the present judiciary. 
It urged action in remedying it. 


Coolies in Panama “Slavery.” 

It recommended thax Japanest, Eindoos and 
all other orientals be kept out of America 
and ‘said that the Panama canal would bet- 
ter not be constructed if it had to be built 
by introducing involuntary slaves again into 
the United States, which would be the prac- 
tical result if coolie labor was to do the work. 
Gompers had a tilt with Victor Berger of 
Milwaukee, representing the Typographical 
union, who is one of the principal supporters 
of socialism in the convention. He presented 
a lengthy resolution in which it was declared 
that as trade autonomy in unionism is but 
the application to the labor movement of the 
‘outgrown principles of individualism, the 
federation should urge on the various inter- 
national craft organizations immediate set- 
tlement of jurisdiotion questions by mutual 
conferences. 

Gompers moved that the word eraft“ be 
changed to trade, which was done. Then 
the resolution was adopted. 

Gompers said it would cast a stigma on 
trade unions to call them “craft unions.” 
insisted that industrialem in trade 
unions was yet in the future and that when 
ene atteanpted to force unions together one 


drove them farther apart. 


Socialists Are Routed, 


Tt was said that the socialist element in- 
‘tended to stir up trouble at this morning’s 
session, but that a damper was put on the 
idea by the speeches of Gompers, James 
Duncan, first vice president, and others. 

Resolutions were passed asking delegates 


from Great Britain to use their influence in 


organizing, with the assistance of the Amer- 
ican Associaton of Photo Engravers, the men 
of thie craft in that country; that the central 
labor bodies thoughout the country make ef- 
forte to organize the newsboys; that the fed- 
eration appoint a committee of three to meet 
with packers and ask them to define their 
policy toward organized labor; thet the fed- 


eration pledge its support to the Switch- 


men’e.union in its efforts to improve condi- 
tions, and that their union be recognized as 
the only organization throughout the coun- 
try having jurisdiction over railroad yards.

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FIERCE FIJHTS FEATURE. 


Prefeets in Many Places Forced 
to Postpone Operations; 
Troops Cursed.

{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

PARIS, Nov. 20.—The resumption of 
church inventories was marked today by a 
repetition of the fierce resistance of a few 
months ago by Roman Catholic clergy and 
‘laity. Everywhere conflicts took place with 
the troops and gendarmes. In many cases 
the soldiers were repulsed. 

‘Altogether four gendarmes and several 
peasants were wounded and about a dosen 
demonstrants were arrested, tried, and Sen- 
tenced to short terms in jail. In several in- 
stances the congregations will remain in the 
churches throughout the night. 

Sulphur fumes were resorted to/in two 
places, Villelongue-de-la-Salargue and Pig- 
nan. At the former place the defense proved 
effective and the soldiers were driven, nearly 
suffocated, from the church. The prefect 
Gecided to postpone the inveytory. 

At Pignan burning sulphur was shoveled 
onto the heads of the soldiers from the roof 
of the church. Choking and blinded, the 
troops charged again and again amida rain 
of flower pots from men and women without 
and of smoldering sulphur from above. 


Call Firemen; Mains Plugged. 


Finally, while an immense crowd cursed 
the authorities loudly, a charge of infantry 
cleared? the church. Then firemen were 
summoned to flood the church only to dis- 
cover that the water mains had been plugged. 
The inventory at Pignan was indefinitely 
postponed also. Further and more serious 
trouble is expected when another attempt 
is made. 

The prefects at St. Pol de Leon and St. 
Bauzille were balked also, although at the 
former place 500 troops were on hand to as- 
sist. But the crowd was so threatening that 
the inventory was deferred until a force of 
cavalry could be secured. At St. Bauzille 
the clericals, summoned to arme by the ring- 
ing of the church bells, successfully resisted 
the prefect. 


Breastwork of Chairs and Wire. 

A trocha of chairs and barbed wire was 
opposed to the troops at Armentieres, de- 
partment du Nord. The inventory was taken 
while the congregation cursed and sang the 
Carmagnale.“ 

Firemen with ladders were required at 
Amiens to admit the authorities. 

The doors of the churches at Grabels, 
Plongastel-Daculas, and Couroonsec were 
battered down amid the imprecations of the 
congregations. 

Premier Clemenceau tonight announced 
that the inventories had been completed in 
the districts of Marsefiles and Versailles 
and the department of the Euro. 

There still remain 2,000 inventories to be 
taken in twenty-three departments. 


DEMANDS REFORMS IN CONGO. 


Deputation Calls on British Foreign 
_Secretary—International Action 
May Be Taken. 


LONDON, Nov. 20.—An important deputa- 
tion representative of the various creeds 
and political parties of Great Britain called 
on Foreign Secretary Grey at the foreign 
office this afternoon to make representations 
on the subject of the alleged atrocities in 
the Congo Independent State, usually de- 
scribed here as the , African Chamber of 
Horrors.” 

The speakers 1 8 out that the agita tion 
for reform in the methods of administering 
the Congo t State has become 
practically unanimous in this country. 

The fact that Secretary Grey consented 
to receive the deputation om the eve of the 
Congo debate in the Belgian parltament is 
considered significant. The secretary, in his 
reply, practically promised that unless the 
Belgian government takes steps to improve 
the prevailing conditions. Great 
propose international action.

It frankly condesees the grave political de- 


fects of the Cuban people throughout the 


varied races, due to the long dependent con- 


dition and the iMiteracy of the great bulk of |- 


the population, but it is asserted President 
Roosevelt knew all this, and that the United 
States ought to have foreseen that the first 
republic had only one way to perpetuate it- 
self and that was by violent means or fahl 
by revolution. It chose the latter. 


Responsibility of Long Standing. 

The United States was well aware, it is 
claimed, that its responsibility for the failure 
of Cuban self-government was assumed in 
1809, when it determined and said England 
should not take the island of Cuba. It could 
then only be Spanish or American. Although 
it was ninety years fighting for independence 
its destiny was thus taken out of ite own 
hands.

The history of every war con- 
tains instances of the fraternizing of sol- 
diers in the intervals between fighting. 
Prisoners are kindly treated, many à ro- 
mantic friendship begins with hostile en- 
counter. The incongruity of warm per- 
sonal attachment to a man and unremit- 
ting efforts to destroy him and the cause 
he loves is felt by those remote from the 
battle, but is accepted as a fact by those 
in the thick of the fighting. 

So long as the idea of nationality exists 
one will long look in vain for what Mr. 
Root desires to see: “the willingness of 
the people of the world to be just toward 
one another; the strong desire of the peo- 
ple of the earth to be kind toward one 
another.“ Men collectively are different 
from men individually, and this differ- 
ence is emphasized rather than mini- 
mised in recent times. Unions and combi- 
nations of workmen and employers often 
inflict injury upon individuals against 
whom there is no personal il] will. A mob 
will do things of which any member of the 
mob would be ashamed. The licensed 
rowdyiem of students would not be toler- 
ated in other young men. All these evi- 
dences that within a nation a differenee 
fe recognized between men as Individuals 
and men collectively go to prove that the

PLEADING FOR MOBE POWER, 

In hie remarke at St. Louis night before 
last Mr. Harriman said that in his opin- 
ion the railroade must have more power 
if they are to continue to prosper. Exist 
ing conditions hamper them. It Is not 
easy, he says, to manage the affairs of 
a great road, if one has always to turn 


‘to the legal department to ascertain 


whether it is or is not legal to do a certain 
thing, which, apart from the question of 
its lawfulness, seems most desirable. 

Not so many years ago the railroad 
president had that freedom of action 
which ie denied him now. He did what- 
ever seemed expedient to him without 
asking his law department for an opinion. 
Those were the happy days when he 
could build up one town and pull down 
another, give wealth to one manufacturer 
and stake it from another without trou- 
bling his head about the lawfulress of 
his acts. 

Men who have. exercised unrestricted 
power naturally chafe when their free- 
dom of action is limited by legal barriers. 
They begin to talk as Mr. Harriman does 
of the good they might accomplish if not 
checked by restrictive laws. As Mr. Har 
riman says, they find it more difficult to 
“give development a start.” They have 
to “leave the country dormant,” when, 
if their hands were not tied, they could 
wake it up. 


While dwelling om the good things they 


donld do if they had more power, railroad 
men like Mr. Harriman do not mention 
the bad things they did while they ‘were 
unregulated and unrestrained. Secretary 
Root, who replied briefly to Mr. Harrti- 
man, did pot neglect this aspect of the 
case. He agreed that a railroad by spe 
cial rates can help build up a bigger and 
a better business, but “the privilege of 
the railroads in discriminating in the mat- 
ter of special rates and compensation is 
too often abused as we have seen.” It 
has been used “to give advantage to the 
wealthy shipper against the weaker ones.” 
It bas been used to crush the weak, while 
as Mr. Root says, “the science of gov- 
ernment always gives a chance "—to the 
as well as to the strong.

Are 
policemen to turn their backs on these 
gallantries in appreciation of feminine 
sensitiveness and are police courts not to 
have the honor of entertaining the gal- 
lants who rely so strongly on the pressure 
of amiability? The two great republics, 
which are so harmonious In so many 
ways, seem to be strangely at variance 
in this matter of woman’s obligation to 
other women. The two civilizations—one 
amiable and long suffering, the other 
bristling and  self-defending—are far 
apart; each cannot understand the other. 
But to return to the specific Instance, the 
Frenchman must be wreng when he says 
that the whole affair was just an “Ameri- 
can advertising scheme.”

Frederick's diaries, which he kept in a most 
methodical manner, day by day, from the 
year 1856 until his death in 1888. It is also 
suggested that their publication may be 
sprung upon the world at any moment. 

With regard to the possibility of their pub- 
lication I am unable to say anything. But 
as to the whereabouts of the Emperor Fred- 
erick dfaries, I may say that they are now 

possessio 


in the n of the kaiser. They were 
sent to England during the closing days of 
the reign of Emperor Frederick by his 
widow, who was determined at all costs to 
prevent their falling into the hands of Bis- 
marck, whose reputation hed everything to 
gain by their destruction. They remained 
in England until 1896 or 1897—that is to say, 
two or three years after the death of Prof. 
Geffcken. Prompted by Queen Victoria, who 
always entertained a particularly warm af- 
fection and high regard for her eldest grand- 
son, the kaiser, Bmpress Frederick caused 
the diaries to be shipped back from England 
to him at Berlin, where they are now, among 
the private archives of the house of Hohen- 
zollern. Queen Victoria pointed out that no 
one had a better right to the diaries of Em- 
peror Frederick than his est son and suc- 
cessor on the throne, and Empress Fred- 

rick, who was at the time already stricken 
with the fifst signs of the frightful malady to 
which she was finally to succumb, felt that 
her mother’s vi of the matter was, after 
all, correct. 

It by no means follows, however, that Em- 
peror Frederick's diaries will never see the 
light of day. In fact, it is extremely probable 
that if the long delayed third volume of Bis- 
marck’s memoirs is published, under the 
plea of relieving the old chancellor of the 
many imputations contained in the Hohen- 
lohe reminiscences, the kaiser may order the 
publication of portions of his father’s diaries 
for the purpose of replying to Bismarck’s one 
sided and prejudiced stories. It may safely 
De asserted that when, thanks to all these 
posthumous revelations, everything is 
known, the memory of the two dead em- 
perors, and the fair name of the present 
kaiser will be benefited rather than suffer 
any harm. Still, there is something weird 
in this species of fight beyond the grave of 
dead monarchs and statesmen.

In order to show how close was the in- 
timacy between Geffcken and the Emperor 
Frederick, I may mention that it was tne 
professor who drafted the remarkable proc- 
lamation and politieal manifesto issued by 
Unser Frits on his accession to the 
throne, a manifesto In which Bismarck had 
no voice, and which he even did not see until 
it had been made public. Bismarck became 
aware of the professor's role in the matter, 
and was filled with bitterness against him, 
even. before the publication of the extracts 
from the diaries. 

King Frederick Augustus of Saxony has so 
often been held up to obloquy, and that, too, 
in a most unjust fashion, in connection with 
his differences with his former consort, that 
it may be worth while calling attention to 
the fact that he has, after all, behaved in a 
generous manner to her. He has left her 
little daughter with her already two years 
beyond the stipulated time, has doubled the 
allowance of his former wife, and has caused 
her children, who had remained with him 
to keep her in the kindliest of memory,.as 
was apparent by the joy of her two eldest 
boys on meeting ner uguin tne Other day at 


Saxon legation, and the ex-crown princess 
was welcomed there by the Saxon minister 
plenipotentiary, Baron Friesen, with as 
much distinction as if she had been his full 
fledged queen. When her carriage arrived at 
his door he came out bareheaded into the 
Street to assist her to alight, just as if she 
had been a crowned head, kissed her hand in 
the most respectful manner, and then con- 
ducted her into the legation, where she met 

two boys, one of them 14 and the other 

years of age. 

Before the ex-crown princess left she and 
her mother, the grand duchess of Tuscany, 
who was with her, took dejeuner with the 
two boys, as guests of the envoy, of his wife 
and of his daughters, and when she left, 
after bidding her sons good-by, the envoy 
accompanied her to her carriage, with the 
same honors as on arrival. Until the king 
ascended the throne he was not a free agent, 
being completely under the thumb of his ter- 
ribly strict father, the late King George, and 
also under the influence of the latter’s min- 
isters and great dignitaries, who all ot them 
were bitterly opposed to the ex-crown prin- 
cess. By degrees, however, he is becoming 
more and more independent, and his treat- 
ment of his wife furnishes a pleasing demon- 
stration thereof.

Young Prince Clement Metternich, who, by 
reason of the extravagance of his late father, 
was compelled not long ago to make arrange- 
ments for the sale by public auction of all 
his family treasures, representing collections 
of almost priceless value, formed by the 
great Prince Metternich, the chancellor of 
a hundred years ago, has just received a 
windfall from an unexpected source, which 
will probably enable him to retain his treas- 
ures. There died the other day at the age of 
nearly 90 a Baron Roger of Aldenburg, a 
rich old bachelor, who has bequeathed his 
entire fortune to Prince Clement Metternich, 
as the only male descendant in the diréct line 
of the great chancellor, and the sole surviy- 
ing masculine representative of the princely 
branch of the house. Baron Aldenburg’s 
father was a natural son of the great Prince 
Metternich, and not only a particular favor- 
ite of the latter but one of the most hand- 
some men of Viennese and Parisian society 
during the first three decades of the nine- 
teenth century. 

One of his numerous affaires d'cur re- 
sulted in the birth of a son who afterwards 
became Baron Aldenburg, the motber being 
a daughter of one of the most illustrious 
houses in France. The mother subsequently 
married a French duke of ancient lineage 
and of great wealth. Learning of the ex- 
istence of her legitimate son, he expressed 
his readiness to adopt the boy and to give 
him his name. But the duchese—that is to 
say, the boy's mother—would not hear of it, 
prompted to adopt this attitude either by 
a desire to safeguard her fair name or else 
being unwilling to take advantage of her 
husband's’ generosity: Although the duke

While it cannot be asserted that such a 
plan is still in mind, there is abundant reason 
for believing that in the development of Mr. 
Harriman’s general plans in the west the 
Illinois Central will have a prominent posi- 
tion and its stock will profit accordingly. 
When Mr. Marriman said the road had been 
standing still and it was necessary to bring 
about the retirement of Mr. Fish before its 
position could: be improved, he indicated his 
intention of so improving it.

Possible Gold Exports. | 

In discussing the pesition of the Bank of 
England and incidentally the possibility of 
imports of gold from the United States, the 
London Statist, under date Nov. 10, says: 

The 6 per cent rate and rates in the open 
market close to 6 per cent have enabled the 
Bank of England to secure all the gold ar- 
riving from abroad and to retain its at- 
tenuated stock of the metal. In fact, all 
foreign inquiries in London for gold have 
practically ceased for the good reason that 
London cannot afford to part with gold, but, 
on the other hand, must obtain a consider- 
able amount from abroad during the next 
few weeks. 

Another event of considerable impor- 
tance has assisted the bank to retain its stock 
of gold. The Bank of France has notified 
all to whom ft may concern that it will not 
accept American finance paper for discount, 
and this méans that the great French banks 
must also decline to accept this class of paper. 
Another clear indication has thus been given 
to the United States that it must not expect 
to obtain any more gold from this side in 


these countries to apply to London for gold 
during the next few weeks we should proba- 
bly be compelled to ask New York to send 
back some of the gold that was recently 
taken. 

“It is hoped that these countries will be 
able to refrain from demanding gold from 
us until the new year. However, at the 
present time, it is practically impossible to 
discover whether the South American re- 
publics, or Egypt or India, will ask for gold 
before the end of the year. Inasmuch as it 
is known that all four countries desire to 
take -gold were there no important reason 
for refraining to do so, it is essential that 
everything possible be done to-strengthen the 
Bank of England durirg the next few weeks 
in order that it may be in a position to meet 
the demand for cash for the country in De- 
cember and any small inquiries for gold 
for the countries mentioned.” 


New Big Four Stock. 


Directors of the Big Four yesterday voted 
to issue $10,000,000 new common stock, to be 
offered for subscription to stockholders of 
record Dec. 15 at $90.00 per share. For the 
purposes of the subscription books close on 
Dec. 15 and reopen on Jan. 2 The privileges 
of subscription will expire on Jan. 31.
